Slionld Cbina Be Hnmbled the Czar 
Wonia Have Plausible Excuse 
for Interference. 



Entjland Therefore Thonsrht to Be 
.Hosttlft /to^JapanT^Farther Severe 
^ i'ji '^fMipjiiitiiig' Eeported. 



London, Ahr, 11.— The British dailes 
oontinao to publish vehement denunciations 
of Japan, Kvery repulse of tho Japanese in 
Korea ia welcomed editorially as would bo a 
triumph of British arms, and every Japan- 
ese shooeBa evokes a storm of disapproval 
and appeals to international law. The opin- 
ions of the press are not reflected by tho 
British public. The average IDngliahman is 
either uopartisan or hopoa that Japan will 
humble China in the present war. Among 
diplomats and othf TS \^hq;sp|Bak with author- 
ity on' Oriental' affdlrs, '" however, there 
18 a feeling of hostility and apprehension 
towards Japan. With few exceptions the 
men who have lived long at Kaatsrn courts, 
or travelled much in Asiatic countries, 
while imbued with no love for China, ex- 
press tho belief that Japan's success in the 
present struRglo would bo bound to lead to 
trouble between England and Rustiu, and 
the government's views are similar. 

In olficial circles tho impression ia that 
tho oxpuUion of tho Chinese fiom Korea 
would be followed shortly by the appear- 
ance o! a Russian Ilaet in Korean v-iaters, 
and perliapa by Russian soldiers on Korean 
soil. Russia would not allow Japan to 
make herself at home on the peninsula. 
She baa regarded lierseli too long b.& tho 
naj^aral heir to Korea, At present she is 
anxious to see the status qno maintained, 
and would be greatly displeased with any 
attempt of the Chinese or of Japan to take 
possession of the land. Despite the great 
coast defences of Vladivostook and the ekill- 
fulnoss of the engineers engaged in the 
work, that port ia not a satisfuotory naval 
station. The oliniato is liarsh and wearing, 
and the roadstead is blocked with ice during 
the cold season. Russia knows that only a 
littio further south on the Korean coast 
there are several harbors exactly suited for 
her purpose. Port Lazjreff, on Broughton's 
bay, is one of ttoni. Russia has 
had her eyes upon it for ycara 
Few Russian oliicera doubt that 
Port Laic iretl would be a strong base of 
naval operations on the Pacific. It would 
be of immense service to Russia 
in a war with England, who with 
such a position in tho hands of an enemy 
would bo obliged either to send a large part 
of her navy to Asiatic waters or to leave 
India, Australia and the Straits Settle- 
ments open to Russia's naval attacks. 

In this situation lies the resson of Eng- 
land's present anxiety and enmity to the 
Japanese cause. She is moat eager to pre- 
vent Japan from giving Russia an excuse for 
interference. She reaiizss that Buaaia 
might juatify auoh interference quite 
plausibly, inasmuch as nobody&fStr'PeterB- 
burg would have the riamoteae icfioenoe in 
fomenting the war. 

The bitterest) anti-JapaBeae writers in 
'London have been declaring all tlie week 
that Japan is already soheoiing to play 
Russia and England against each other. 
The inQuenoe of the war on the silver 
market has been slight so far, although on 
the stock exchange tho silver price is ex- 
pected to rise eventually on the strength of 
China and Japan's demands for sbips and 
war mat rial from Europe und America. 
Probably exchange will also rise, as a loan 
might bo raised in London and tho pro- 
ceeds be used in buying and sending out 
silver. It has been remarked in the last 
few aays that China has bought oonaider- 
oble silver for delivery at the end of the 
year. 

Ni;\v VoKic, Aug. 11 — The Japanese of 
New York and Brooklyn have caught the 
war spirit. They are talking and working 
on behalf of tlieir relatives in the Empire on 
the other side of the continent. As evi- 
dence, of their loyalty and enthusiasm a 
meeting was Irald at .the q)nb rooms of tlie 
Nai Nippon 'Jin Wai (Association of tbe 
L knd of the Rising Sun) in Brooklyn yester- 
day afternoon and evening, at which waa 
formed the Patriotio League. Eighty-five 
members were enrolled at the meeting. 
I'litriolic addrcpfics were made and resolu- 
tions adopted supporting the declaration of 
war against China by the Emperor of Japan 
and pledgine loyalty. Approval is made of 
the undertaking to remove tho " L^^ndue in- 
fluence of China over tho kingdom " und to 
introiluco modern eivili/. ktioii into it. The 
I'urriotic League will establish ii sort of 
national head(|uartera at l\ew Y ox'k. city 
next week. An ajjpeal will bo sent to all 
in the United .Stales to or^janiz!) aociolios 
and to forward contributions. Tlie mem- 
bers intend to work through the Rod Cross 
Society and alleviate suirering on the liold 
of battle. Tho ollicers of the league think 
ihat that they can do the. most cireotivo work 
along these lines. Tho I'atriotid Loiiguo haa 
already hoard from the Japaneae in Chicogo, 
Kan Franciuco, Boston, New Havon, Haiti- 
ni'jro and Atlantic City, who pledge their 
Biippnn in any movement started by their 
Now York brethren. 

London, Aug. 11. — A Shanghoi dispatch 
says that to-day the Japanese made a aecond 
attempt to disperse tho Chinese fleet at 
Wei-fiai-Woi, on the Chinese ooast, and 
thus gain access to that port. After an 
obstinate fight they were compelled to re- 
tiro. No details of the losses of the Chinese 
or the Japanese in this or in Thursday's 
naval encounter can be obtained. 

Last night the Japanese fleet attacked the 
Port Arthor station. The Japanese bom- 
barded the town heavily, but were unable 
to guin any advantage. 

At the time the dispatch was Bent a 
stubborn light between Japanese warships 
and part of the Pel Nang squadron was re- 
ported as progressing. Twenty-one large 
men-of-war and many small craft wore en- 
gaged. Tho Japanese have lost heavily. It 
is not known whethet tlioy have lost any of 
their ships. Tiiorc ia no news to indicate 
which Hoot has the advantage, 

England has notilied the conibalauts that 
warfare within tho limits of tlio waters 
upptoximato to .Shanghai is precluded by 
Japan's promiEO not to attack that port. 
China's reoiprocal promise docs not obstruct 
the waterways leading to it. 

A Shanghai dispatch confirms tlio state- 
ment that twenty thousand Japanese are 
ntarohing towards Seoul. Ihey will be 
^OQibloeajirftli those already at Seoul and 



operate against the Chinese army coming 
down the peninsula. 

Berlin, Aug. 11. — The Voehiisoiie Zeitung 
complains that Germany is not snliioiently 
represented by naval vessels in east Asiatic 
w«ters. While all tho great European 
powers have sent strong fleets to watch the 
Korean conflict, it says Germany has. only 
two gunboats with about 160 men :> on; the 
aoeno, although a large part'^of ' the Ohineeo 
ooast trade is in tHe hands otHambnrg 'and 
Bremehfirms. ■.-!'• '/'■■..•..• s - 



'.WBSTMINSTFR NEWS. 

Bridge By-law Generally Supporleu- Close of 
a Good Week's Salmon Fishery. 

New Westminster, Aug. 11. — A largo 
public meeting was held to-night at which 
the Fraser river bridge by-law was dia- 
cusBod. The by-law is certain to carry by a 
large majority. 

'fhe temperature of the water in the 
Fraser river to-day was 63 dega. 

Membera of tho soientifio association un- 
earthed ybaterday on . the North Arm a 
ekuU with broken apear head in it. Over 
the mound from which it waa dug was a tree 
fully 1,000 yeara old. The skull was in a 
fine state of preservation. 

The fishermen hauled out their nets this 
morning after a very successful week's work. 
From Sunday night until Thursdoy after- 
noon tho salmon run was uniformly good, 
but during Thursday night it slackened, only 
to start in again stronger 'han over yester- 
day, and tho beat CAtches of tho season were 
made last night, except in Canoo Pass, 
through which tho fish did not eeem to be 
entering the river in largo uunibors. Oppo- 
site tho oity tho cutoh last night averaged 
fully 'I'M) to tlie boat, and near tho mouth 
'250. Many of the canneries had sullicient 
liuh on band this morning to keep them 
cunning for another 24 hours. It is impoesi- 
bio to give a strictly aoourato statement of 
tho Fraser river salmon pack to date, but 
cartful estimates place it at fully 'JjOjOOO 
oasea. D. J. Munn & Co. 'a Sea Island can- 
nery has the top pack, about 1(5.000 cases. 

MO.NriiSAL MATTERS. 

Great French Settlement in Ontario— Only 
Ballast for Steamer— Ser.reased Iltiil- 
way receipts. 

Montreal, Ang. 11.— (Special)— French 
Canadians are fiooUng. into the northern 
part of Ontario in hundreds. Ofiicial figures 
show that during the past few months some 
five hundred French speaking families, 
representing '2,r)00 soula, have settled in 
that part of tho province. Of those a 
majority aro returning settlers from the 
Eastern and Northwestern States,

NEW MINING EUSH. 

ThlB Time From .luueiiu to the New lletla- 
kahtla Indian Ueservation. 

Pout Tow.nsi.-.nt), Aug. 1 1.— (Special.) — 
The steamer City of Topeka arrived from 
Alaska to-day and reported that a big min- 
ing excitement had broken out on Annette 
island, near the boundary, and that a large 
number of miners had come down from 
Juneau and staked out sixteen quarts claims 
Tho island is an Indian reservation, and 
some doubt prevails aa to whether mining 
claims can be looat^d tbereon. The agent, 
Bev. Mr. Duncan, in bjshalf of the Metla- 
kahtla Indians, has sent a request to Wash- 
ington City asking that the government re- 
move thb miners from the reservation before 
troubl' ensues, as the Indiana dislike the 
invasion of the white miners. Many of the 
miners apprehend trouble if the government 
does not take cognizance of the prooeedinga. 
They aro now holding the claims at the 
point of rilles. Both aides are watching 
closely, and any indiacreet action will aurely 
precipitate a bloody battle. Some unsettled 
epirita among tho Indiana declare they will 
kill tho miners if tho government faila to 
take i|uick and decisive action. 

THE PULLMAN BUSINESS. 

Threatened With Iiiterruptlou by the Attorney 
(ieiieriil of IlUiiolB— What Mr. I'uUiiiiui 
Says of the .Strike. 

ClllCAOo, Aug. 11. — Tho attorney general 
has filed an application against the Pullman 
Palace Car Company, calling upon it to 
show cause why it should not bo prohibited 
from further doing businesa in the atate on 
account of having violated its franobisee.

He was close mouthed 
on the uifairB of tho strike, saying that he 
had been away bo long that ho Wtts not con- 
versant with tho situation. His advices 
were that the trouble was settled and that 
no outbreak wua probable. He said that 
the strike had coat everybody connected 
with it a heap of money, bat he had no 
figures with which to make an estimate.

Bkulin, Ang. 11. — The precise Intention 

of tho government as regards the repression 
of socialism and anarohiam ia still the sub- 
ject of anxious doubt and aurmieo. The 
conservative organs are ready., to, favor any- 
severe measure,* the severer the better. 
They found their arguments on recent re- 
porta of workingmon's ricta In Upper Siletia. 
They direct special attention to the fact that 
tho Westphalian socialist, Schrcedcr, one of 
the miners' delegates received, in May 1880, 
by the Emperor during the |B[reat ooal strike, - 
has been btisy inciting the Sileaia laborers 
to violence. They quote with evident do- 
ight his moat extravagant utternncea at re- 
cent agitatory meetings. Tho " Hamburg- 
er Nichriohten," Prince Bismarck's news- 
paper, ogain exhorts the governir.cnt to 
abandon the principles of the so called new 
course and proceed with Draconic teverity. 
" If tho government be resolved to represa 
Booialisni," it Baid yesterday, " it muac re- 
nounce the aid of social demcerats in the 
Reichstag. If tho government do this true 
Gormana will show signs of confideEce, 
which has so long been miasing in oar po- 
litics, and will readily support the mini- 
sters." 

The National ZaituDg, Dr. Miguel's mouth- 
piece, publishes daily demanda for the 
severeat repressive laws. Tho proposals to 
restrict the liberty of associations and assem- 
blies, it says, would bo utterly inadequate. 
Meanwhile the authorities in Saxony have 
adopted a course of rigorous action under 
existing laws. Tho magistrates of Leipsic 
reoently have refused the applications of 
several social democrats to be admitted to 
all the rights and privileges of citizens, 
basing their refusal on the ground that tho 
cbaraoters of the applicants offered, inaaffi- 
cient guaranteesof their interesc fnrtha com- 
munity's welfare and of their ability to- con- 
tribute to the same.' I .

Laborers Anxious to Enileratc From New- 
foundland—Change in tho Parcel Post.

Ott.vw'., Aug. 11. — Four hundred agri- 
cultural laborera in Newfoundland are de- 
sirous of migrating to Manitoba, but there 
ia no demand for labor there.

INTERCOLONIAJi RELATIONS. 

The Toronto " Ifail " on the BIscuBslons and 

RpBolutlonB of the Conference. 

Discussing tho proceedings of the Colonial 
Conference at Ottawa, the full report of 
whose debates and prooeedinge has jast been 
isaoed, the Toronto Mail in ^eocurse of aa 
editorial says : 

" There was a preponderance of epiaion 
favorable to telegraphic communication 
acrosa the Pacific for oommeroial as well aa 
strategic purpoaea. The minority, or the 
opposition, was led by Mr. Play ford, of 
South Auatralia, who was inclined to the 
view that the exiating cable service by way 
of the Mediterranean waa auflicient for the 
present." 

" With respect to the steamship service, 
there also arose a difference as to thu distri- 
bution of the burden. The Australian posi- 
tion towards the service is not unnaturally 
govorned entirely by the service it can ren- 
der to tho colonies individually." 

" An interesting and prolonged discussion 
took place over the trade issue. This mat- 
ter was divided into two branches. First, 
there was tho question of preferential trade 
among the colonics ; and secondly, tho 
question of preferential trade between all 
tho colonies and Great Britain as wolL 
There seemed to be no difference of opinion 
touching the first. Everybody agreed that 
if we can make treaties with foreign coun- 
trica we ought to ba at liberty to treat 
among ourselves, and to give advantage for 
advantage. 

" Some of tho delegates did not care to 
give to sister colonies tariff favors denied to 
the mother country. Tho representative 
from New Zealand expressed the opinion 
that England oonid not afford to abandos 
her present policy, and Lord Jersey eharM- 
terized tho proposed depattnre as-tbe break- 
ing up of the British commereial system, A 
majority, however, declared for an Imperial 
oustoma arrangement 

" What really stands in tho way of inter- 
colonial reciprocity is Imperial policy, and 
in respect of this the conference calls 
unanimously for a modification. Colonial 
reciprocity socina to be nearer than Imparial 
reoiprooity, with discrimination agaiuat the 
world. But tho colonial ayatem can only be 
advancod through the extension of the 
Btoamahip service, and to this work the An- 
tipodean colonies are not by any means 
zoalouB contributora."

FARMERS' CONTENTION. 



Jmportaut fieconuueudationa iu the 
Beport Presented by. the Commit- 
tee ou Agrrienltare. 



Prompt Dyking: Action Asked For— 
The Several Possible Methods 
; - Dealt W^th. 

I Deposits In the Fraser Throngrh Min- 
insr Operations— Benefits of 
Irrlsatiou Work. 



Agassiz, Aug. 11.— The paper on the 
huoding of the Fraaer read aa mentioned 
yoBterday by Mr. R. E. Palmer, of Vancou- 
ver, to the agricultural oonventlon now in 
aenioD here, proved quite Intereatiog and 
inetTTiotive. In dealing with rivers like the 
ITraser, he said, subject to overflow at aer- 
tain leaaona of tlie your, there are three 
principal methods generally to be looked 
into and atudied in order to mitigate or pre- 
vent the overflowing of the banks. In some 
inBtanoes it is neoeeaary to- adopt all three 
methods, while in others either one or two 
may be ample. He referred first to widen- 
ing, cleaning out and atraightening of the 
main channel in order that the aurchargo of 
water may more quickly find ita way into 
the nea. Secondly, to the dyking of thu 
banks, in order to confine the water to its 
proper channels, and the building of im- 
pounding reservoirs or dams across the 
aiontht of the larger inflowing creeks in 
order to hold the water from the 
inaln river until a large portion 
of the freshet had subsided. All 
who have watched the river during the 
freshet period have noticed the groat quan- 
tity of silt and debris of all kinds which it 
btan along. A great portion of this settles 
on the bottom in those places where the cur- 
rent ii leas rapid, where eddies are formed, 
and where the main earrentoomea in oon- 
taot with the water of inflowing atreatna or 
with tidal waters. Ihua a great quantity 
of matter is deposited in the oaannela, 
naturally lessening the aize of the waterway, 
and thereby deoreasiog the amount of water 
which oan get out in the rcqalred time. Aa 
It must find an ontlet aomewhera it over- 
flows the banks, flooding the neareat low- 
lands. Some say if dykes ere built along the 
banks, then this large body of water mast 
clear a channel for itself. This mii?ht hold 
good providing the dykes and the subsoil 
were not porous and could stand the pres- 
lureof the water on one side long enough to 
»lIow the surcharge in the river to flow 
out again. Up to the present time a great 
deal of the Lower Fraaer valley haa not been 
dyked, and similar to an impounding reser- 
voir retains for the time being a great quao- 
>ity of water which gradually subsides aa 
ihe river lowers, but the greater number of 
dykes conatructed so much more is the river 
confined to its channels. The waterway be- 
comes decreased in size in two ways, by 
filling np at the mouth and bottom and 
the the leaaening of ita width. 
In many rivera in Europe and Asia 
lubjeot to overflow it was found that in 
order to keep the lowlands from being 
flooded the dykes had to be heightened 
every few years, as the bottom was Ailing 
vp and the water thns being raised. This 
had to be stopped in several instances, as 
^e river beda had after a time become 
higher than the surrounding country, and 
then a bli{ freshet coming overflowed the 
djkei, and the whole river praotiQally 
poured into the lowlands, . making new ohan* 
neli. The reanlt was the dredge had to be 
M'^orii'd to to keep the ohannela clear. 

The tilling up of the bottom of the Fraser 
river, consequent on the holding back of the 
\<iA\fv nnd the attendant tiooda, is in some 
rptpcctf aimilur to the conditions on the St. 
Liwrenco river beluw Montreal. There, 
inatcud nf silt and mud being the cause, 
it is floating particlea of ice called 
frasi]. This, forming somewhere about 
the L\chlne rapids, floats down near 
lh6 bottom until a point is reached 
where the channel is narrow, and it there 
colIectB. This frasil, which adheres in the 
form 01 solid ioe to the bottom and sides, 
narrows the waterway and causes Hoods 
aboTB. Various methods have been tried to 
overcome thjs, such as blasting the ice, etc.. 
bnt in the end it all aimmeia down to keep- 
zing the channels clear. 

The dyking of the Fraaer up to the pre- 
lent time has been more of a local and eco- 
nomic nature than the commencement of a 
tcbeme to reclaim the whole of the lowlands 
in the valley. In order to formulate such a 
scheme a thorough survey of the river should 
ke made, so as to arrive at data from 
which could be calculated the approximate 
volume of water to be carried ofiT 
in a certain time, and the size 
ef waterway necessary to carry it off in that 
time ; and by that means and only in that 
way can au engineer intelligently arrive it 
the necessary height and strength of the 
dykes, and the neoeeaary dredging required. 
Although it ia not probable that it would be 
necessary to build any impounding reser- 
voirs, still this survey should be extended to 
the several atreanis in order to ascertain if 
their water could bo diverted or impoonded 
lor even a short period. Inconneotion with 
thin survey also borings should be made of 
the banks in order to ascertain the thick- 
ness nf the surface soil lying on top of 
porous subsoil, of which wo shall speak later. 

The present time would bo opportune to 
commence suoh a survey, as the height of 
the water and its range during the last flood 
i* prcocnt to everyone's mind, and no doubt 
many marks have been made to show at 
dilTerent places the height to which the 
water rose. The marks showing the height 
of water, unless specially noted, soon pass 
from one's reooUeotion, and if some auoh sur- 
vey aa mentioned above ia not commenced 
immediately theaa marka ahould all bo 
dearly noted for future reference. 
. One of the great difficulties met with in 
•ndeavoring to confine the water to its 
aatoral channel in the Fraser is that in 
aoany places a dyke baa to be constructed on 
top of porona aubaoil. In that case, when 
once the water rises on the outside of the 
dyke and remains there under a head for 
several days, weeks or perhaps months it 
soon seeps through the porous subsoil, and 
once it is inside there It must remain until 
the Ireehot goes down or pumps are resorted 
to. In order to bo satisOod about tho depth 
from tho surface of this subsoil in 
different looalitiea is the reason bor- 
ings should bo made. This porous subsoil 
is one of the greatest problems, in my 
opinion, to bo dealt with in making dyUea 
oiTective, If a dyke is built substantial 
and well it may be upon the bank of a river, 
often excavating a ditch for several feet in 
depth. A grovolly sandy point is encoun- 
tered, part of this perhaps is thrown on the 
tup of the dyke and left as completed, 
J Some time afterwards the water in the river 
riaea until it forms a head on tho outaido of 
the dyke, where it remaina for some time. 
The water gradually at first finds ita way 
through this.'porouB layer under the dyke, 
carrying with it small particlea of aand and 



making a bnle wbioh icon inoreasea in size 
until the vt hole of the dyke oollapsea. Were 
this porona layer olsarly defined.aa ascer- 
tained by boriagi, dlfferenb methods 
might be adopteii to overcome the 
dimoulty. I have no doubt bub that in 
many oasea even were a thoroughly planned 
scheme oommenoed pumps would bo re- 
quired, but, as they would only bo necessary 
in most cases for e very short period of the 
year, the aaaual expense would nob be 
much, 

Somo of the valley lands are baokod by 
high mountains, from which much water 
llowa during seasona of the year on to 
the flikts. In some cases this might be 
oauGjht on the mountain sides and flumed 
into the river, and in other oasoa this, to- 
gether with the rain-water, might have to 
be pumped during the higher water. Aa a 
survey of the river of the nature required to 
formulate a aobeme for the whole reolamatlon 
would be a bit; undertaking,- and would 
oKbend through many ^ different :n)unieipali- 
ties the aost. Bhould'':ba borne by the Da- 
rn inioa and.VProvinoial . goveraments, As 
tho Dominion government haa control of tho 
navigable watera of the river, the govorn- 
ments might attend to the deepening and 
widening and etraigbtenlng of the chunnola, 
and any dyking which ia under way by 
companiea or muniolpalllioB oould be ox' 
tondod ao as to conform with the general 
schomo for tho whole valley. There are at 
present many small dykos iu ubo and under 
construction, which. In tho oourso of n few 
years, if dyking ia carried on to suuh nu ox. 
tent Its it has bueu in the past, will ho fur too 
small, and it will ooet nioro in tho ond to 
extend thorn than It would to build thoiii In 
accordance with a general floliniiui at (lint, 
an in alt probability the puoplu would not 
awako to tho fact that tlioy wore too low 
until a big f rcshot oiuuo on and ovut llowuil 
them, 

In oonoluBi<>n Mr. ralinor siiggoatod n 
oonibiuation of nil throo muthods iiiuiitionod, 
natnoly, dredging, doopoiiliig, oloariug out 
and straightening ohannola, tho construction 
of strong dykes where necessary and tho di- 
verting or prevention of aovcral atroama from 
entering tho river at high water. 

Mr. Ladner said his e.^cporienoe had been 
that where the tide riaos ati L»dner'i, it re- 
mains only a few minutes at a time and re- 
quires an entirely dilforent dyko than where 
the tide lasts several days, If there is so 
much deposit at tho mouth, whore does it 
come from. 

One miner said ha was in a position to 
run 10,000 tone of earth Into tbe Fraaer 
every twenty-four houra, -and how many 
more miners oan and will do the aame thing.

Mr, UcOillivray cited Hope alongh as an 
instance of lucoeaafnl dyking. If tho pro- 
vince of Britieh Columbia, he aaid, would 
spend a million dollars iu the reolamatlon 
of lands along the Fraser there would be a 
great influx of population, and tho inorease 
of revenue would mora than pay the interest] 
on a million dollars. 

Mr, J. IJ, Cade thought that a canal 
should be built from Pitt river to Port 
Moody. 

5. A. NVella thought tho mouth of ths 
river should be dredged. The gnvornment 
should straighten the river as well as pro- 
tect land. It was impossible for farmers to 
raise money for proper dyking, 

John Murray, Spooce'a IBrldge, thought 
the only business-like way was to go to the 
government and ask them, in ooDjunction 
with the Dominion, to have a proper aurvey 
made, and thee get proper praotioal mea to 
deoide upon a oomprehenaive soheme of dyk- 
ing.

H. F. Page aaid pumping wonld do away 
with seepage, which oould DO brought to the 
pumps at a central point. 

Mr. Rcnouf moved tha) a oommlttee be 
appointed to prepare a set of reaolntioos 
to be discussed next evening. Ihe 
chairman appointed Messrs. McOillivray, 
Pago and Cunningham and the chairman to 
draft the resolutions. 

Mr, Henouf said there were questions of 
transportation, largo farma, tax on lands, 
etc., that should bo gone into at once. 
Messrs. Hutchinson, Wells, Renouf, Mo- 
Gowan and Henry were appointed a com- 
mittea to draft reaolutiona bearing upon 
theae aubjeota.

The Fruit Growers' branch of the Farmers' 
Convention met at 8 o'clock this morning, 
Mr. Hutchinson in the chair, A number of 
letters were read, one in particular, from 
John Bole, cf Abbottsford, relative to fruit 
pests, being of interest. Jle advocated the 
appointment of inspectors chosen from tha 
farming community. An applicAtiou from 
tbe Province newspaper to be made the 
official organ of the assooiation was filed. 

The matter of exhibiting fruits was 
brought np. Mr. Benouf thought the 
horticultural aoolety ahould oompile a prize 
list for exhibitions, and advise what fruits 
are best exhibited in spring and fall. 

G. W. Henry thought there ahould be & 
standard and that all fruita ahould be judged 
by points up to that standard. 

Mr. Anderson was of a similar opinion. 
A coinmitteo on exhibition was appointed to 
report, consisting of Messrs. K. HiitchlriBon, 
(i. VV. Konry, VVm. Knight and A. H. B, 
Mac(;owun. Mr. Konouf aaid that tho 
meiiibera of committee might tuko turns at 
diliorcnC exhibitions. A dinGUHBion took 
place aa to tho puymcnt of tho coiiiinitteo, 
who would judge fruit at diirurciit allows. 
This committee will tuko ohnrgo of tho fruit 
exhibition at the Victoria luir. 

It WQB moved by VV. Ford, seconded by 
D. MoGllllvary, after eomo further dlaous- 
sion, that exhibitions requiring the assist- 
ance of this associutlon should make applica- 
tion to tho secretary, and if a special man bo 
desired by tho opplicmts his name should 
bo given. Carried, it wivs moved by W. 
Hadwoli, and seconded by Mr. Harris, that 
tho quarterly meeting in November be held 
at Duncan's, Carried, 

The rules and regulations to govern the 
association were rend by Mr. MacGowan 
and passed with few amendments. Meetings 
will take place aeml-annnally, in January 
and August. Tha 25 names required for In- 
corporation have been aeoored.

mala that would be dootroyod thcro v.-ua no 
doubt ikbout iho diaouao being lubtrauloeie. 

Mr. Renouf thought Iho propoaed reeoln- 
tion too Btroog uiid did nut liUo the Korde 
" aeriouB outbrouk of tuberouloais," which 
might do harm to the province. 

Mr. Cunuingham aaid ho aaw the udder 
and lungs of oattlo whioh had boon shot, and 
he thought it would be stupid of any man to 
any the disoaao waa not tuberouloais. 
In answer to a query, Mr. Anderson said 

. nearly all the herds on Sea and Lain islands 
were affuort-d. 

The rof olution of Mr, Cunningham and 
A. C. Wella waa paesod in the following 
- modiiSed form : " This oonvention is in- 

^ fanned that tuberouloais has been disoovor- 
ed In' some herds of this province, whioh 
-may serionaly'oQ'dat our dairy interests and 
entail very groat load to dairymen; bo_ it 

. tberefore resolved that this moeting appoint 
AOommittee to inveatlfiaiu thla subjoot with 
a vie«r of takioK suoh moaaurea aa may bo 
found neoeiaar^ in preventing the aproad 
of the diieate and reimburaing tboae 
whoae herds are baing destroyed 
for the benefit of the public ; 
and thftt the enaotroent of suoh Irgialation 
be uked as may b adeemed expedient; and 
that aaoh ■ odmniittee have power to act. 
The oommHtee' named were : W. J. Har- 
rii, A. C. WeU»,, Tboa. CunaiDgham, 6. 
MoGrae and H. F. Page. ' 

In answer to a query from Mr. Renouf 
Mr. Anderson aaid that the diaen''o waa 
principally noticed among tho Holatein 
breed. 

Mr Ronouf said this bore out his theory 
that thoao cattle properly housed were novor 
disoaacJ. 

Mr. (/'unningham aaid in answer that hia 
experieac9 waa that cattle which had to 
ruBilo for a living never goc tuberculojia. 

Mr. I'ago said iho committee must get tho 
Dominion (^overnmont to attend to the mat- 
ter, and impress the need for action on tho 
Provincial government, so that they may 
request the Dominion government to send 
ont another inapeOtoc. 

TRATEUJKa DAIRT. 

The chairman asked for information in 
reference to the travelling 'dairy. 

Mr. MaoGowan said Prof. Bobertson aaid 
more inter* Bt would have to be taken in hie 
visit or he would never oome again. This 
should be' attended to and a reoeption 
planned for him. 

Messrs. MaoBaeand Cunningham moved 
that the British Columbia representatives in 
the House of Commons be aaked to urge 
upon tho Dominion Kovernment the nooes- 
eity of aeuding a travelling dairy through 
the province. Thosa present then personally 
guaranteed a good reception to Prof. Rnbert- 
aon or a travelling dairy for all different 
farming centres in tho province, and that 
milk, etc , would ha supplied. 

Mr. Cunningham thought tho province is 
suffaring from neglccb at the hands of the 
federal government. 

Mr. Hutchiuson aaid it muat have au 
organization before the dairy. 

Mr. A. C. Wella aaid the farmera need 
teaching bow to make butter very badly in 
thia proviooe, and it ia tite best buiineas for 
farmera to go into. 

SUfiOESTIOKS AGBEED UPON. 

The following report passed the oonven- 
tion with little discussion : — ' 

To the Ohairtmn and Members of the Farm- 
ert' Oonvention. 

Gkntj:.emkn, — Your committee appointed 
to report npon the cauaea which moat aeri- 
onaly afifeco the thorough development of the 
agricultural poaaibilitiea of this province 
are of opinion that any legialation, agitation 
or corporation that will lead towards the re- 
moval of the following will be beneficial : 
lat. Large areas of land suitable for cultiva- 
tion and held for purely speculative pur- 
poses ; Sad. High price at whioh land par- 
tially cleared is held ; 3rd. The large aize of 
many holdings and their partial oultivation ; 
4ch. Agriculturist not adapting himself to 
the needa ot the country ; 5bh. The lack of 
sympathy between town.and country ; 6th. 
Scientifio eduoation needed within the prov- 
ince ; 7th. Neoeaaity of amall experimental 
stations in different portiona of the pro- 
vince ; and your committee ia of opinion 
that a more thorough system of government 
and municipal taxation will tend to remove 
cauasa 1, 2, and Z, and recommend that a 
system of specific toxation having n low r»te 
on land in cultivation aa a baaia be adopted, 
and that all apeculative land be taxed at a 
rate which would make thia claaa of tenancy 
nnprofitable ; and that all improvementa be 
exempt from taxation, and that syatem be 
enforced throughout the province. Your 
committee hope that careful obaervatioT and 
continued study of the products which are 
imported into the province and which might 
be profitably produced within tho province, 
and the placing of products in such a mar- 
ketable manner aa will ensure profitable re- 
turns, will remove cause 4 ; the remedy 
suggested in previous claueoa will in great 
measure acoompliah thia very desirable end; 
and your committee hope that the preas of 
the province will agitate for the removal of 
the call' t. *hi(:h so materially affect tho 
»i^rii;iniii..ii pusMihilitiea of tho province. 
Your committee ap of opinion that the linio 
is most opportune for the establishment of 
an agricultural college in the province, and 
your oommittee believe that there is a largo 
number of young men in tho province who 
are anxious to avail tbemaelvea of suoh edu- 
oation. In pointing ont the neoessity for 
small experimental atationa throughout tho 
provinae, your committee strongly recom- 
mend that the government bo urged to ex- 
pend a small amount annually toward this, 
as the large extent of the province and the 
di£rerent conditions under whioh horticul- 
ture has to ba pursued points ont that a 
number of amall experimental atationa aro 
essential to aucceasful horticulture. Your 
committee recommend that tho suggestions 
in this rcp' Tt, if adopted by your conven- 
tion, bo roforred to » oommittee for presen- 
tation to tho government. Your oommitteo 
consider that tho large attendaooo at this 
convention is a matter of congratulation, 
and having been so happily inaugurated 
moy it continue and its uaefulneas be in- 
creased from yeivr to year. All of which ia 
respectfully aubiiiittod. 

Tho above report was signed by Messrs. 
Benouf ond Hutchinaon. Tho following 
resolutions were duly proposed and agreed 
to:— 

THE FRASEa OIIAHNEL. 

"Wheroaa the aunual freahot in tho 
Fraser river beara a long and immenso 
amount of silt and debris which, becoming 
(lepositcd in the bottom, obstructs tho pas- 
sage of tfio aurehargo of water and its apeedy 
outlet into tho sea ; and wheroaa such 
freshet having occurred for many years has 
filled up tho mouth of the river to such an 
extent uB to dam the water back, causing 
llooda and much devastation ; and whereas 
tho current of tho river muat bo kept under 
control to prevent tho continualcutting away 
of landaaa ut prcannt; Therefore beitrosolvcd 
that this convention of agrionlturaliBta from 
every portion of tho province reaprctfully 
re((ue8t tho Dominion government to take 
iminediato steps to have such otiatructiona 
removed and the channel of the river deep- 
ened and atraigbtened, and to make such 
other Improvementa as will be found neoea- 



eary to confine the water to its natural 
oliannel, thus preventing a repetition of the 
sad calamity which has overtaken us in the 
v.illey during the present year." 

IKRIGATION. 

" Whereas there aro large areas of good 
agricultural landa situated eaat of the Caa- 
cade mountains which cannot be util zod for 
want of convenient water for irrigation ; 
and whereaa if aaid lands could bo 
cultivated by irrigation it ia well 
known that large quantities of the 
beat quality of wheat could be produced 
to aupply the demand of the province ; 
Therefore be It resolved that the provincial 
government bo respeotfuily aaked to take 
such steps aa may be deemed expedient to 
bring about; ' if p68aible,"^^ the irrigation of 
aaid landai" ' ■■■ ' " ■ ' ' 

DEISRIS FROlt IIVDRAULIOING. 

" Wheroaa extonaive hydraulic mining 
operations are being carried on, and many 
othera projooted, on the banka of the Fraser 
between Hope and Lillooot, and tho Fraaer 
ia being used aa a dumping ground for 
debris ; and whereaa aerious feura are en- 
tertained that tho debris will bo perma- 
nently deposited in tho bed of aaid river, 
between Hope and Sandheads, thereby silt- 
ing up the bed of the Fraser and causing 
said river to overflow ita banks and thereby 
canae aerioua loas to the agricultural settlors 
along the Fraser valley such as waa caused 
on the tributaries of the Sacramento rive- 
by hydraulio'mbiing operations ; Therefore 
be it resolved that thia convention would 
reapeotfully urge upon the Dominion and 
provincial governmenta the necessity of in- 
vestigating, with a view of regulating and 
controlling aaid operationa so aa not to dam- 
age the agricultural or shipping intereata of 
the Lower Fraser." ' 

FUKDS FOR DYKING. 

"Whereas the disastrous froahot iti tho 
Fraser valley during tho present year has 
fully demonstrated the absolute and pres- 
sing nccoEsity of immediate atepa being 
taken to protect the rich and fertile lands in 
aaid valley by a thorough ayatem of dyking; 
and wheroaa tho provincial government ia in 
a poaition to obtain tho noccsaary funds for 
thia undertaking at a much lower rate of in- 
terest than either private iodividuala or 
corporationa ; and wheroaa the permanent 
proapority of thia province dependa on tho 
immediate development of our agricultural 
resources by the cultivation of the aoil and 
the produocion of auoh food aupplies aa are 
now imported into the province and paid for 
in cash ; Therefore resolved, that thia con- 
vention compoaed of agrioulturaliata from 
every portion of the province respectfully 
requeat the provincial government to take 
Buch action aa is necessary to obtain the 
needed capital by the guarantee of loana or 
otherwise, so that the work may be prose- 
cuted before tha recurrence of another flood. 
It is the opinio;i of this oonvention that thia 
ia the mc«>t urgent and vital 
question to which the government oao de- 
vote ita energies, for the dyking of the Fraaer 
really means the restoration of confidence in 
the future permanent proeperity of the pro- 
vince, by the increase of producing popula- 
tion and the investment of a large amount of 
capital in farming operations, and the pre- 
vention of the heavy importations of farm 
and dairy produce whioh is resulting in 
draining the country of its financial re- 
aourcea to an alarming extent. We plead 
urgency in thia matter and eameatly pray 
th&t no further time may be lost in meeting 
and overcoming the dif&cultiea and per- 
plexities of the situation." 

MOXIOUS WEEDS. 

Mr. Anderson, of Victoria, read a very 
able and exhaustive paper on weeds, con- 
taining auggeationa from practical farmera 
aa tu growth and deatruolion, eto. He ad- 
viaed that proper legialation be put through 
the bouae tending to overcome this dreadful 
pest in the Province, The Bussian tbiatle, 
now in Manitoba, would take hold here if 
not carefully watched for; '' 

Mr. Sharp delivered an address on poison 
ous weeds. . - He^- tbonght - the government 
should publish an illuatrated pamphlet on 
noxious weeds. 

Mr. Kitchen ipoke atrongly on the neoea- 
aity for amending the weed act, which with 
amendments be thought could have been a 
good act for farmera, 

CLOSING BCSIKESS. 

Messrs. Aahwell and Cunningham moved 
that the next convention be held in Cbilli- 
wack. Mr. Kitchen auggeated to have the 
convention alternately on the Mainland and 
laland. Mr. Renouf suggested that that 
scheme be adopted after next oonvention. 
E. Hutchinson moved that the oonvention 
be held at Ladner's, but had no aeoonder. 
Messrs. Kitchen and Hutchinson moved 
that the next oonvention ba held on 'Van- 
couver Island. After a brief dtsonaaton on 
sectional feeling, the place of miaetini; ' was 
left to oominittee, 

Mr. MacGowan and Mr. Benoaf moved* 
that the government be ashed to publish a 
full report of tho farmers' oonvention, in 
pamphlet form, every year. C<>rried. 

Messrs. Ladner and Pago moved that the 
farmora of British Columbia organize into a 
farmers' association at the present meeting 
and that a committee be appointed to draft 
rules anil regulations. Curried. 

A con.mitteo on organizition waa appoint- 
ed, conaisting of MeaHra, MaoGowan, Cun- 
ningham, Ladner, Kitchen, Hutobinaon, 
Page, Sword, G. W. Henry. 

The following were appointed a oommit- 
teo to present the rosolutione of the conven- 
tion to tho government : Messra. W. J. 
Harris, 1). Mcdillivray, C. 1!. Sword, Paul 
Ladner, U. K. Renouf, E. Ilutchinsru. 

Messrs. Renouf and Kitchen moved that 
the oonvention be confined to the agricul- 
tural distriota of the province.

FRASER VALLEY RELIEF FUND. 

It would appear from the report of the 
tneeting of the Fraser Vulley relief commit- 
tee, held in New Westminster on Thursday, 
thit the citraordinary decision was come to 
to appeal to the public of the Uominion 
generally for aid. A resolution was passed 
relating to the requirements of the settlers 
for help, the amount of which may he ap- 
proximated, it is said, at a minimum of 
$15,000 or a maximum of §20,000 ; and re- 
solving to send a copy of the same to the 
press associations and to the various city 
ootporations and boards of trade tbruuKh 
out the Dominion. In other words, the 
moat efTective means has been taken to ad 
vcrtiae the distress of the farmers of the 
Lower Mainland, which, acoordlng to the 
estimate of the committee, will not take 
less than $15,000 and not more than §20,000 
to alleYiat«, and the alleged iDabillty of th« 
Frovinoe as a whole to provide for it. 

We do not Icnow wfaati speoial reasons in- 
duced the committee to purine the course it 
has done, but certain it is that the action 
taken will serve to place tho Province in a 
most unenviable light in the eyes of the Do 
minion. We have simply to consider for a 
moment the moral effect of making a geu 
eral appeal to the world for $15,000, to 
folly appreciate what a mistalce has been 
made. Had some overwhelming calamity 
overtaken the Provinoo by which tremen- 
dous suffering an'i groat loss wore entailed, 
for which aid, absolutely beyond tho ability 
of private generosity to alTord, was im- 
mediately, required, it would have been 
totally ilfferent. 

Had, indeed, tho people of tho Province 
in the firab place, when tho llooda were upon 
us, and the people of tho Kiiat had their 
sympathies excited in behalf of the Buf- 
forers, decided to accept contribu- 
tions, it would nob have been with- 
out some justification ; bub having once 
doclded to refuse outside aid as was done, 
and which action was unanimously con- 
firmed at a largo and rcprosotiuativo meeting 
held at tho Board of Trade rooms in West- 
minster on Juno 12, it must now appear 
roost iooonslstenb, nob to say ludicrous, to go 
baok after weeks have elapsed and a«k for 
assistance previously declined. 

We are not desirous of niinimislug tho 
amount of distresj that exists or tho need 
there may be for aid to the sottlors of tho 
Fraser valley at the present time, but the 
Province Is certainly nob BO deitituto of re- 
source thad it cannot take bare of its own 
sulTererB. Tho Government oamo to tho re- 
lief at onoo with rescuing facilities, and seed 
lor a second orop, and surely the oltiss and 



individual eubacriptiona can complete tho 
work by contributing the §15,000 or 
§20,000 now required. But wo find 
represontatives of the three cities of Vic- 
toria, Westmlnsteif'isntl i Vbinoouver at tho 
meeting of the relief assboiation in question 
in solemn conclave deoiding to appeal for aid 
to tho extent of this §15,000 in Eastern 
CauEida, and yet these oitios vote largo sums 
for the purpoao of holding aelobrutions each 
year, this year not excepted. Those sums 
for holidaying anionnb to tbonsands of dol- 
lars in the aggregate. Ate we to assume 
that money spent in this way is for a more 
inoritoriouB object than if voted for the relief 
of flood aiifTorera ? 

We trust, f jr tho sake of tho credit of the 
Province, steps will be taken to oQ'-sot the 
effects that such an appeal to the people of 
the Dominion at fche present time must have. 

In regard to what tho Times quotes from 
the World as being condemnatory of tho 
course taken by tho (iovernnient in refer- 
ence to tho generous otlors of relief from 
Eastern Canada, it is only necessary to say 
that that course was generally approved of by 
tho people of the Province, and was unani- 
mously endorsed, as the proper policy to 
pursue, by tho meeting held in Weatminstor 
on Juno I'Jth, and, moreover, no member of 
the Opposition or any of tho Opposition 
papers took exception to what was then do- 
oided upon. Up to the present time there 
has been no criticism of the course which at 
that time was generally couocded to be the 
wiseet to adopt. Instead, therefore, of 
making tho country look ridiculous abroad 
by now returning to what waa at that time 
considered injudioious and uncalled for, 
why did nob the committee go to work at 
home and see what could be done by appeals 
to tho various cities and muniQipallties, and 
to private aubacription ? This, it seems 
to us, would have been the proper course to 
pursue before calling in outside aid. As 
$10,000 of the sum proposed to be raised ia 
for fencing, to keep cattle off ground which 
is producing a second orop from seed sup- 
plied by the Government, there la no reason 
to Buppobu that those who have already con- 
tributed will object to the money being 
applied to this use. 

PACIFIC RAILWAYS. 

Tho San Francisco Examiner, i-i has al- 
ready been intimated in these columns, 
recently placed in circulation for nignaturo 
a memorial to Congress setting forth that 
the bonds issued by the United States Gov- 
ernment in aid cf tho construction of the 
Central Pacific, Union Pacific, Western Pa- 
cific, Kansas Paoific, Central Branch and 
Sioaz City and Pacific railroadB will begin 
to mature on January 16, 1805, and will all 
fall due within the following four years, and 
that the principal of these bonds amounts to 
§04,02.3,512 and the interoRt paid by tho 
government up to May HI, 1804, and not re- 
paid by tho companies to §72.302,227 19. 
It further states that there is no probability 
of any attempt being made to meet the ob- 
ligations of these roads and that the govern- 
ment cannot afford to condone fraud, to 
validate the iniquitous work of tho Credit 
Mohilior, the Contract and Finance coni- 
]bany, and similar organizations, or to ignore 
the unlawful and outrageous discriminations 
and extortionate charges and criminal con- 
spiraolei for oontroUing trade which have 
characterized the administration of theso 
railroads since the dato of their completion. 

Tho conoluaion of tho petition is 
that no extension of time be granted to 
the companies, and that, immediately on 
default in meeting the matured bonds, the 
mortgages be foreoloted and the roads bid 
in by the Oovernmenb and operated as 
national enterprises. The memorial further 
argues ihat though there is now a choice of 
several Hues to tho Pnoitic Coast there is 
practically a monopoly of the service ; but 
that if the Government took poeaeeaion of 
the roads under, their mortgage an indf. 
pendent line would be opened from tho 
PaciSo (Doaib to the East, which could bo 
run ab teamnable charges for freight and 
passengers and thereby break the com- 
bination whicb now keeps these charges up. 

U. S. FORBION RELATIONS. 

For some time the administration at 
Washington has been called upon by nev^s- 
papers and politicians on the Sound and to 

the South of it to take immediate stope for 
the fortitication of the Pucilio t^)aet, the be- 
lief being that no ICuropeun nation is likely 
to have any intention of nasiiilin^; Ihu United 
States on the Atlantic side, while every 
indication points to complioitions on the 
Pacific. It might be asked If there is any 
apprehension regarding that "good friend 
and ally, Ivussia "u luce it ia not auppoBod 
to be likely that either Japan or China will 
over send a navy agninal the dc-fercoloes 
sea coast of tho United States ? Tho uavul 
policy of the past is thus referred to by an 
organ of the administration > " This conn- 
try ought to bo stronger on tho Pacific ocean 
than any other nation, and this atreuyth ia 
to bo aecured, not by occupying ialandi out 
in mid -ocean, for that only makes the work 
of defence greater, but by the fortification 
of the principal harbors and the mainten 
ance on this coast of a fleet greater than any 
that it may over have to oope with." 

It will bo recollected how alarmod our 
neighbors wore when the strengthening of 
tho fortitication 1 at Ee(|ultnalt waa at first 
mooted. It was ab that time said by some 
pooplo that, despite the pretended scare, 
tho principal reason for the demands then 
made was to obtain a greater share of tho 
national cxponditurcB. If there bo any 
thing further than this, it must ho because 
our noighbora, forgetful of tho injunotlons 
of tho Fathers, have been thoroughly capti- 
vated with tbeideaiOf that vigorous fnr> 
elgn policy of which the late Mr. Blaine was 
one of tho leading oxpononta. It cannot bo 
said, however, that our noighbora havo been 
very Huccessful in their foreign rolutiuus. 
Both Proaidenb Harrlaon and President 
Cleveland strove hard to control tho dostl- 



nioa of Hawaii ; but neither of them suc- 
ceeded ; the last hopo of such a condition of 
things having fizzled out with the recogni- 
tion of tho Independent Republic of Ha- 
waii which was established on July 
4, last. Under all the circumstances it is 
really wonderful that tho Republic should 
have been eatablished without bloodshed. 
The policy of the U. S. Republicans was ono 
thing, and that of tho Democrats another. 
The royalists and the republicans bad both 
fairly. Bubetantial retoona to expeob aid and 
dou'ntenande from tlie' United States, but, aa 
matters eventuated, the American Republi- 
cauR being powerless and tlie Democrats un- 
willing to aasunio any roBpnnaibiliiy, tho 
Hawaiian Republio had to proclaim itaolf, 
and there was nothing loft for the Washing- 
ton Government to do bub to formally, re- 
oognizs it., , ' "' ,:' ; ';; 

IVrAT MIGHT SAVE BSBN.'^ 

The subject of the olouda under which tlio 
political caroura of two of the moat distin- 
guished public men of the United States in 
later years were closed, has been revived by 
the doath a few days since of General James 
B. Fry. Xhepersons.'ref erred to are James 
G. Blaine, and Boscoe Conkling, and but for 
their quarrel tho Republican party might 
never have been divided us it was at a criti- 
cal period and for many yoara after ; and 
tho incoming of the Democratic party might 
have been almost indefinitely postponod. 
In 1866 Mr. Conkling charged in the House 
that General Fry, Provosb Marshal General 
of the War Department, having charge of 
onlistmonts, conscriptiona and draft, 
had "stricken down and trodden under 
foot certain men who had stood 
up honestly and attempted to resist 
bounty jumpers." Ho wont on to say that 
"the only way to acquit tho General of 
venality was to convict him of tho most in- 
credible incompetency." Mr. Blaine re- 
plied to this in terms which caused Mr. 
Conkling to retort in language that brought 
down upon him the censure of the chair. 

Further acrimonious personalities follow- 
ed, Mr. Blaine's extravagant invectives be- 
ing Huoh as to wound to the very soul the 
high minded and proud Republican leader 
in New York Statfl,to the extent of dividing 
the party and thus costing Mr, Blaine the 
presidency on three (uboessive oooBsions, 
the last time in 1SS4, when he secured the. 
Republican nomination bub was defeated at 
the polls. The controversy, morecjver, broke 
Mr. Conkling'a heart, he feeling that he had 
been stricken below the belt in the house of 
hia friends. Mr. Conkling and General 
Fry BubscquoQtly adjusted their differ- 
ences, amioabjiy, but the former could not 
forgive Mr. Blaine's ' personal vituperation, 
while Mr. Blaine could hardly expect to bo 
forgiven for it by any man who had been 
educated to any sense of self respec,. Yet 
the three parties to thia controversy, Messrs. 
Conkling, Blaine and Fry, were all men of 
high personal character who had every, rea^ 
son to respect each other,' but the' bitterness 
of debate curried Mr. Blaino off his feet, 
and he, It ia admitted, mado tho most un- 
just as well as tho moat impolitic speech of 
his whole carter. 

lioth men, there ia reason to know, in 
their hearts sincerely regretted the diffi- 
culties that had ariaen between ihem ; but 
It waa impoBsible to bring them together 
again. What might have been, had it been 
posaible for Meaara. Conkling and Bluino to 
co-operate, it ia diliiault to aeo ; but tho 
story illustrates what compiratively inslg- 
niuoanb occurrences ate responsible for^tn- 
portant events in national history.

REV. S. C. SCHOLBFIELD. 

Tho Jiiite Rector of St. I'mil's, ERiLiiiiimlt- 
Morvlces iit Christ Church Calhi'ilriil. 

The body of tho Reverend Stuart Clement 
Soholeliold was buried at Rosa Bay Ceme- 
tery on Friflay morning last, having ar- 
ri^'ed at Victoria on Thursday liven- 
ing. As was stated on Tliurs- 
duy, the deceased had been staving at 
Lytton, and on Saturday week laat, 
Auguat -1, went up to Kamloopn hospital in- 
tending to remain there only a few daya, 
neither the ductor nor any of hia friends ex- 
pecting any aerioua iaauo. On W^'dneaday 
morning, August S, however, about three 
o'clock, u sudden change for the worse set 
in, ond though the doctor and matron were 
both in attendance upon him, all their 
efforts proved unavailing, and ho died at 
G;30 a,m. 

The Reverend E. P. Fiowolling, of Kam- 
loooa, aooompanied the body (robed in caa- 
anok and surplice) to Vancouver, where it 
was borno from tho train to the steamer by 
tho Rev. H. (j. Fiennea-Clintou, and mem- 
bera of St, James' church. The Rev. H. 
C, Edwards, Lytton, the Reverend Charles 
Crouohere, Yalo,and the third son of the de- 
ceased were in charge for tho remainder of 
the journey. During Thursday night, Aug- 
g, the body rested at 49 Vancouver street, 
being watched by the sons, the two priests 
mentioned, acd a friend, vespers of the dead 
having been said at 9:30 by the Beverend 
C. Crouohor. At seven o'clock oa Friday 
morning the body was laid in tho chancel of 
Christ Church Cathedral, with the face to 
the West. 

The coffin was covered witn A violet pall, 
the customary six tapers (three on either 
side) stood about it, upon it lay his 
children's llTwera, and at the head and foot 
of the catafahiuo thooe sent by many friends. 
At 8 o'clock tne Holy Communion was cele- 
brated by the Rev. H, C. Edwardos, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Canon lieanlanda (rector 
of Christ church), tho Bishop of Columbia 
pronouncing tho Absolution and giving the 
Blessing, 'The server was Mr. Hugh Logan, 
of St. Paul's, Esiiuimall. 

All the mombers of the family, with the 
exception of tho eldest sou, who is in South 
Africa, Mrs. Hewetson, who is sick, and tho 
two youngest children, were present. 

The Bftcred veasela, tho altar linen, tho 
eucharistic and other candle sticks were 
some of tho3 5 belonging to the deoeaoed, 
while the vestments, tho pull, and tho pro 
oeasional cross were theao in use at Eiqui- 
malt. At 10;;tO the burf^il ofTii'-n was sung, 
the body in the meanwhile having been 
watched by Mr. Harold Soholefield and the 
Rev. C. Crouohor. Tho order from tho 
vestry was aa follows: Cruoifer (Mr. 
Hugh Login), ohoir-boys, choir-men, the 
Bovs, H. C. EdwardcB and C. Croucher 
(Diocese of Now Weslmiuater) tho Revs. J. 
W. Flinton (St, Luko B, Cedar Hill) and G. 
H Marwood (Chaplain H. M. S. Royal 
Arthur), the pall hearers, tho Biehop of 
Columbia. The pall-bearers, Ven Arch- 
deacon Sorivan (St. James'), Rev. Canon 
Boanlands (Christ church). Rev. Peroival 
Jenns (St. John's), Rev. Canon Paddon, 
Rev, W. D. Birber (St. Saviour's), Rev. J, 
B. Haslam (St. Barnabu'], Kav. Ei F. 
Lipscomb, Rev. C. Enaor Sharpe (St. Paul's, 
Ivquimalt), stood on either side of the cata- 
falque, the bishop officiatiog before the 
altar. 

The Psalms (xx.xix and xo) were aung to 
" PurccU " and " lUrnby," the hymn alter 
tho lesson being 101, A. and M., " Now the 
Laborer's Taak ia O'er."

Looks. 

When people are looking out for appli- 
ances to create and preserve tho bounty 
they miaa n great factor in the business 
they have on hand by not lookuig within, 
and learning that our omotions are, after 
all, oithe"- our boat buivuliliurs or e.xactly 
tl>o rcvorao. 

'I'lioro are no lives without trouble. 
Man is born to it, we have boon told. 
But tho trouble can bo made twice wlint 
it ia by constant woriying and brooding 
over it. In every nature, too, are depths 
into whoso ])ool many nf thu.SL' troubles 
can bo dropped. Not tho great griefs, 
which are often aa if sent divinely, so lino 
ia tho work they do upon ua, so softly are 
the spftces tliey unlock for us, so strong is 
tho hand thoy offer us to olimb on sky- 
ward, but the multitude of vexations, 
mortificatioDB, hindrances, ungratitied 
wishes, diaappointraenta, slights, Iiurts,. 
angers and all tho herd of wrongs, little 
or groat, thi\t belong to life oven under 
happy conditions. A wise peraon drops 
these troubles into the doi)ths, and lots 
them stay there. An unwise peraon is 
perpetually reaching down and bringing 
tliem up, and cloudmg all the waiers of 
existence while doing so. And' the state- 
ment hardly involves a metaphor, for who 
^loos not remember tho actual physical 
disturbance from brooding over a wrong, 
chorialiing a grudge, or indulniiiL; in a 
burst of rage — the burning at the heart 
and in tho head, tho trembling of tho 
nerves, the loss of appetite and sleep ? 
In fact, this brooding arouses a nervous 
action which the old domestic nurse tells 
you stirs tho bile, and the natural result 
of it is that tho whole couiiteuiuice will 
often look, after such oxperiunci', sallow 
and yellow and bilious ; there will be no 
lustre in tho eye; the circulation has been 
interfered with; there will bo an uapleas- 
ant hectic Hush on tho choek, and even 
red and angry pitches on tho forehead 
and throat ; while it is well known that 
tho perspiration in danger is of a virul- 
ently poisonous (juality. 

Whatever form tho disturbance takes, 
there is serious interference with tho 
kindly and healthy pr.)cesa(.3 of life, and 
the complexion suH'ers from it. 
For it 18 absolutely sure that 
bad temper breeds bad humors, and 
that we can as readily poison bur blood 
with thorn as with external application or 
internal absorption. And even if one 
does not cherish a state of feeling to inter- 
fere with the functions so seriously, 
dwelling on the perpetual pin-pricks in- 
stead of covering them out of sight will 
make fine lines in the smoothneaa of the 
forehead, lift the eyebrows querulously, 
drop tho comers of the mouth downheart- 
edly and not only spoil present beauty, 
but hasten future ugliness. And it does 
not re(iuiru vexation, dark brooding or 
worry alone to injure the good looks.
